Other amendments pro- 
vide that in no case shall more than 
$4,000,000 be collected from any one 
estate in inheritance tax and that the 
salary of 'he State Auditor shall be 
Increased from 5,000 to $6,000 a year.

"Weed" Gives New Drink With Kick

WASHINGTON, Feb. 29— Vomi- 


toria is no nice name for a plant. Yet 
Ilex Vomitoria is good stuff, served 
something- like tea.

use and by message.
